Paul L. Jones, Laborers 304, a 
vice president of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, said that the 
Federation has sent in organ- 
izers to assist in the struggle, 
that in the Modesto area the 
Situation was not so well de- 
veloped for resistance to the 
anti-union drive as it is in the 
Visalia area. Any assistance giv- 
en in the Visalia area will be 
utilized to the full by a strongly 
united labor group, said Jones. 

Joe Pruss, Sheet Metal 216, 
BTC vice president, pointed out 
that he and BTC Business Rep- 
resentative J. L. Childers belong 
to the Northern California Or- 
ganizing Conference, which is 
working on the Valley situation, 
and is now especially active in
